Water. 

The  water  supply  for  this  district,  which  is 
constant,  is  obtained  from  a private  company  with 
resources  in  n -i  glib  curing  areas. 

During  1944,  the  supply  was  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  in  quantity.  It  is  lime'  softened 
and  chlorinated  and  is  distributed  with  a residual 
of  C.iiS  p.p.m.  of  chlorine. 

Only  water  going  Into  supply  can  be  sampled 
in  this  district.  Water  is  sampled  systematically 
by  Public  Health  03'ficers  of  the  several  districts 
supplied  by  the  Past  Surrey  Water  Company.  Four 
samples  of  treated  water  were  submitted  for  examination 
by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  a copy  of  the 
Analyst’ s report  on  the  sample  taken  in  November  1944 
is  given  hereunder

Scarlet  Fever, 


53  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  168  in 
1943,  78  in  1942  and  11  in  1941, 

695^  of  the  notifications  were  received  during 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  The  majority  of  the 
cases  v;ere  of  a mild  character. 


Diphtheria, 


Only  5 cases  - 3 were  members  of  one  family  - 
were  notified  as  compared  with  14  in  the  previous  year. 

Facilities  for  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
have  been  provided  by  the  Council  since  1940,  206 

children  under  the  age  of  5 years  and  56  children  aged 
5 to  15  years  were  protected  during  1944. 

It  is  estimated  that  35,8f7  of  the  child 
population  under  5 years  and  61,8tof  the  children  aged 
5 to  15  years  were  immunised  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Measles. 


51  cases  were  notified  against  216  in  the  previous 
year;  46  were  notified  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 
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V/hoopin^  Cou^h» 


44  cases  were  notified,  22  in  the  first 
quarter,  18  in  the  second,  1 in  tho  third  and  3 in 
the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year.  One  death  occurred. 


Non-Notif iable  Infectious  Diseases  : 


Scabies . 


137  oases  of  Scabies  came  to  the  notice 
of  the  department  during  1944  as  compared  with  180 
in  1943  and  82  in  1942.  Civil  Defence  Nursing 
i'\uxiliaries  and.  other  volunteers,  trained  to  carry 
out  treatment,  gave  238  paintings  with  Benzyl 
Benzoate  Emulsion  and  2 cases  were  treated  with 
Sulphur  Jelly  during  the  year. 

A Scabies  Control  Clinic  was  opened  at 
Pelham  House,  54,  Harestone  Valley  Road,  Caterham, 
in  and  85  of  the  137  cases  were  treated  at  this 
clinic ♦

316  visits  Tvere  made  to  dairies  and  155  to 
cowsheds  during  the  year. 

A modern  stable  at  one  dairy  farm  was 
converted  into  a 25-stall  cowshed  and  equipped  with 
modern  fittings  rera,oved  from  twc^  smaller  sheds  of 
obsolete  structure,  A new  dairy,  weiring  room, 
sterilising  room  with  boiler,  motor  and  fuel  house  were 
added,  A licence  to  produce  Tuberculin  Tested  liilk 
at  this  farm  was  granted  by  the  Surrey  County  Council 
during  the  year, 

50  out  of  54  samples  of  P'-steurlsed  milk 
satisfied  the  prescribed  test.  The  efficiency  of 

pasteurisatinn  was  checked  by  the  phosphatase  test 
which  indi Gated  that  6 of  the  54  samples  examined  had 
been  insuf f ici'jntly  hoat-treatod  or  had  become  mixed 
with  raw  milk,  15  samples  of  pasteurised  milk 
contained  bacillus  coli,  indicating  slackness  in  the 
sterilisation  of  milk  plant  and/er  milk  vessels. 

4 samples  of  milk  which  had  undergone 
hoa t- treat rrw^nt  in  unlicensed  plant  were  examined. 

One  sample  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 


29  raw  nilk  sanplo:-!  w^rc  subnittcd  for 
ex.'';ninotion;  6 of  theso  samples  provt;d  to  bo 
unsatisfactory. 

Of  the  milk  produced  in  this  district 
for  snlo,  it  is  o3timrt.:)d  th'  t apuroximf'. toly  38*^1 
came  from  Ililk  Producers  (4)  holding  ’’Tuberculin 
Tested”  licences,  61^->  from  Prodiicors  (4)  holding 
’’Accredited”  licences  and  only  If?  from  Ot-wkeepers 
(2)  producing  undesignatcjd  milk.  ' Approximately 
every  two  months  officers  of  the  C.eunty  C^'uncil  - 
the  licensing  authority  - ta.ke  samnles  from  each 
’’Tuberculin  Tested”  ^'nd  ’’Accredited”  licensee,  and 
copies  of  any  adverse  reports  from  the  Bacteriologist 
<are  received  by  my  deuartment.  This  arrangement 
has  been  in  existence  si  nee  the  first  ’’Accredited” 
licence  was  granted  in  1936.  An  indication 
that  the  required  stand^^rd  for  these  graded  milks 
was  maintained  in  this  district  i^  pre-war  days 
is  given  by  the  absence  of  any  a.dverse  reports 
from  1936  to  1940  inclusive.  During  1944,  two 
adverse  reports  were  received,  showing  that  one 
Accredited  sample  failed  both  Methylene  Blue  Test 
end  Colifom  Tost  and  another  Accredited  sample 
failed  the  Coliform  Tost.  l%cn  the  Bacteriologist 
issues  adverse  reports,  the  C"urity  Council,  as  the 
licensing  authority,  set  in  motion  an  investigation 
and  in  order  to  avoid  overlapping  the  local  Public 
Ht;alth  officers  are  asked  to  refrain  from  taking 
direct  action  until  the  investigation  is  complete. 

The  results  of  the  bacteriological 
ej^amihation  of  milk  samples  indicate  that  the 
problem  of  providing  a satisfactory  milk  supply 
was  not  solved  during  the  war.  With  a view  to 
securing  an  ultimate  solution,  the  late  Government 
had  proposed  to  transfer  Local  Authorities* 
functions  relating  to  milk  production  on  the  farm 
to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 

This  Ministry  has  no  intention  of  undertaking 
the  work  under  the  same  difficulties  under  which 
Local  Authorities  have  laboured  and  has  set  into 
operation  a Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme,  and 
throughout  the  year  samples  of  Producers’  raw  milk 
have  been  taken  at  local  dairies  with  a view  to 
detecting  and  rectifying  the  production  of  milk 
of  poor  keeping  quality  and  to  provide  information 
to  enable  scheme  to  bo  formulated  whereby  dairy 
farmers  will  receive  payment  for  their  milk  on  a 
quality  basis.  Tht;  organisation,  being  an 
advisoiy  one,  is  considered  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fitiheries  to  be  confidential  to 
Producers,  to  the  Retailers  wh^se  dairies  are  used 
for  sampling,  and  to  the  Testing  Authority;  and 
the  Ministry  does  not  consider  that  reports  on  such 
samples  should  be  disclosed  to  Local  Authorities 
still  responsible  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations 
for  the  control  of  milk  at  the  farm.  It  has  been 
approved  , however,  that  if  conditions  are  such 
that  the  War  Agriculture  Executive  Committee,  whose 
officers  carry  out  inspections  of  farms  v^/henever 
the  Testing  Authority  find  bad  samples,  consider 
that  action  should  bo  taken  by  the  ]>^cal  Authority 
under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  they  would 
report  all  revelant  facts  including  the  results  of 
sampling  to  the  Local  Authi^rity. 
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During  each  spell  of  hot  weather  crmplaints  were 
received  regarding  the  pronaturc.  souring  of  milk,  . 
but  no  representations  wore  received  from  the  V/ar 
Agriculture  Executive  Comittoe  regarding  the 
quality  of  milk  from  local  farms,  but  it  is  known 
that  the  scheme  was  put  into  operation  to_ 
investigate  the  production  of  some  of  the" supplies 
sent  into  this  district. 

In  spite  of  all  official  attention  to 
milk  supplies,  complaints  regarding  premature 
souring  were  not  unexpected,  for  under  wartime 
conditions  milk  produced  on  a Sunday  afternoon 
frequently  was  in  use  at  breakfast  on  the  follow- 
ing Wednesday  morning.  The  decline  in  the 

hygienic  quality  of  milk  d\,ir  ing  the  war  years  may 
be  attributed  bo  the  withdrawal  of  skilled  labour 
from  farms,  competition  nf  other  farm  interests 
with  milk  production  f^r  the  remaining  skilled 
labour,  the  loss  of  experienced  workers  at 
processing  and.  distribution  dairies,  the 
difficulty  of  increasing,  improving  and  replacing 
dairy  equipment,  the  -Cjicrtage  of  milk  bottles, 
milk  from  small  dairy  farms  not  normally  producing 
for  sale  to  the  public  being  made  available  for 
the  fluid  milk  market,  the  one  collection  from 
farms  per  day  and  the  delay  in  colleotion  due  to 
wartime  transport  arrangements. 

Few  of  the  supplies  of  local  dairymen 
remained  completely  unaffected  by  premature  souring 
during  spoils  of  hot  weather,  but  local  producers 
and  retailers  made  commendable  efforts  under  war- 
time conditions  to  avoid  premature  spoilage  of 
their  milk  supplies.  Examination  of  empty  milk 
bottles  returned  by  customers  to  milk  retailers 
revealed,  however,  that  all  householders  did  not 
always  co-operate  fully  by  rinsing  milk  bottles 
v/ith  cold  water  immediately  these  became  empty, 
with  the  result  that  the  work  of  cleansing  and 
sterilising  milk  bottles  at  the  dairies  was  rendered 
more  difficult. 


FODEIFP  CONTROL. 


Periodically  since  January  1942  the  Council 
has  been  asked  to  accent  delegation  of  powers  from 
the  Surrey  County  Council  for  the  administration 
in  this  district  of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction) 
Act,  1919,  The  Council  has  been  advised  by  the 
Surrey  War  Agriculture  Executive  Committee,  the  Urban 
District  Councils  Association  and  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  to  accept  the  Surrey  County  Council's  offer  of 
delegated  powers,  but  is  unwilling  to  accept  the 
responsibility  while  the  rat  killing  organisations 
of  the  County  Council  and  of  the  War  Agriculture 
Executive  Committee  operate  in  this  district. 

The  Rat  & Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919 
holds  responsible  an  occupier  who  has  rats  or  mice 
on  his  land  even  though  the  cause  of  the  infestation 
may  be  at  a neighbouring  property,  and  thus  the 
degree  of  infestation  of  a district  is  not  likely 
to  be  revealed  by  the  complaints  made  by  those  who 
are  themselves  responsible  for  the  destruction  of 
rodents. 
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81  complaints  regarding  rats  and  3 regarding 
mice  were  received  and  passed  to  the  Couinty 
Supervisor  of  Rat  Destruction. 

In  addition  of  the  results  obtained 
by  the  Surrey  County  Council*  s Rodent  Control 
staff,  who  act  as  the  Council’s  Contractors 
for  Rodent  Contr-'l  at  the  Central  Salvage 
Depots,  2 rat5>and  78  mice  were  destroyed  by 
trapping  at  properties  owned  or  occupied  by 
the  Council, 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  49 
sewer  manholes  were  examined  and  7 wore  found 
to  be  infested  by  rats.  Those  servers  were 
in  the  Caterhram-on-the-Hill  area  and  the 
arrangements  with  other  Authorities  for  a 
simultaneous  poisoning  Crompaign  in  dll  contiguous 
rat  ridden  premises  were  not  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  results  of  the  collective 
action  undertaken  in  January  1945  will  bo  recorded 
in  the  Report  for  that  year.
